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INDIANA LIBRARY CERTIFICATION LAW 


Reprinted at the request of the Library Certification Board, from Laws of the State of Indiana Passed 
at the Eighty-second Regular Session of the General Assembly (Acts, 1941, Indiana), pp. 591-596. 


Chapter 195 


AN ACT creating the Indiana Library Certification 
Board, prescribing its rights, powers and duties, 
and providing for the certification of librarians. 


[S. 124. Approved March 11, 1941.] 


Indiana Library Certification Board— 
Created—Personnel. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of Indiana, That a 
board is hereby created which shall be 
known as the Library Certification Board, 
which shall consist of the director of the 
State Library and of two additional mem- 
bers, who shall be appointed by the gover- 
nor, as hereinafter provided. One of the 
two appointive members of the board shall 
be appoint2d on recommendation of the In- 
diana Library Association, and one mem- 
ber shall be appointed on recommendation of 
the Indiana Library Trustees’ Association. 
In the first instance, one member shall be 


appointed for a term of two years, and > 


one member shall be appointed for a term 
of four years, and until their successors 
shall have been appointed and qualified. 
Thereafter all appointive members shall 
be appointed for terms of four years and 
until their successors shall have been ap- 
pointed and qualified. No person shall be 
appointed as a member of the Library Cer- 
tification Board unless he is engaged in 
library work as a librarian or as a library 
trustee at the time of his appointment. 
Except as hereinafter otherwise provided, 
no librarian shall be appointed as a member 
of the Library Certification Board unless 
he holds a certificate as provided in this act, 
but this provision shall not apply to the per- 
sons who are first appointed as members 
of the board. The governor may, at any 
time, remove any member of the board for 
misconduct, incapacity, or neglect of duty. 
Any vacancy which may occur in either of 
the appointive memberships of the board 


shall be filled by appointment by the gover- 
nor for the unexpired term, either on rec- 
ommendation of the board or association 
hereinbefore authorized to make recom- 
mendations, or by selection by the governor, 
as hereinbefore provided. The members of 
the board shall serve without compensation, 
but shall be entitled to receive their actual 
expenses necessarily incurred in attending 
the meetings and transacting the business 
of the board. The director of the State 
Library shall be the executive secretary of 
the board and shall have the custody of the 
records, papers and effects of the board. 
The board shall organize by the election of 
one of its members as president, who shall 
serve for a term of one year. Two members 
of the board shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business. The board 
shall hold at least one regular meeting each 
year, and such special meetings as may be 
determined by the board. 


Duties. 


Sec. 2. The Library Certification Board 
is hereby authorized and required: 

(1) To prescribe and define grades of 
public library service and to prescribe the 
qualifications which persons shall possess 
who are employed in each of such grades of 
public library service, giving due considera- 
tion to the population served, the income 
and the salary schedule of each library; 

(2) To make available the requirements 
for certification of all grades upon request 
and without charge to all prospective ap- 
plicants; 

(3) To examine candidates who apply for 
certificates qualifying them to secure em- 
ployment in any designated grade or grades 
of public library service, and to issue cer- 
tificates to such candidates as are found to 
be competent and who are eligible to apply 
for such examination; 
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(4) To issue certificates, without exami- 
nation, to candidates who apply therefor, 
and who, by reason of their academic or 
technical training, and/or experience are 
found to be fit and suitable persons to 
certify; 

(5) To prescribe and define what shall 
constitute a head librarian, and a head of 
any department or branch or professional 
assistant of a public library, for the pur- 
poses of this act; and 

(6) To adopt and promulgate such rules 
and regulations as the board may deem 
necessary and proper to carry out and ad- 
minister the provisions of this act. 


Appointment of Librarians. 


Sec. 8. On and after the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1942, and except as hereinafter other- 
wise provided, it shall be unlawful for the 
board of trustees, school board or any other 
governing body having the lawful charge 
of any public library, or any other library, 
supported in whole or in part by public 
funds, except school libraries and the li- 
braries of educational institutions, to ap- 
point as the head librarian, or as the head 
of any department or branch, or as profes- 
sional assistant of any such library, any 
person who does not hold a certificate of a 
suitable and requisite grade, granted in 
accordance with the provisions of this act, 
and the rules and regulations of the Library 
Certification Board issued thereunder. 


Applications to Board. 


Sec. 4, Any person who desires to be certi- 
fied as a librarian in any designated di- 
vision, grade, or type of public library serv- 
ice, and who possesses the qualifications 
which are prescribed in the rules and regula- 
tions of the Library Certification Board as 
essential to enable such person to apply for 
an examination, shall apply to the board 
to be examined for a certificate in any grade 
or grades of public library service. The 
application shall be made on a blank form 
which shall be prescribed and furnished by 
the Library Certification Board, shall be 
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accompanied by a fee of not more than ten 
nor less than two dollars, which shall be 
prescribed by the board, and, if found to be 
satisfactory, shall entitle such applicant to 
take the examination applied for in such 
application at a point within his own con- 
gressicnal district. 


Licensing of Applicants. 


Sec. 5. If, upon such examination, an ap- 
plicant is found to be competent, he shall be 
granted a certificate of the suitable grade 
and class, which shall entitle such licensee 
to be appointed to and to hold in any pub- 
lic library contemplated in this act, any 
position, of the grade or class prescribed in 
such certificate. 


Licensing Without Examination. 


Sec. 6. The Library Certification Board 
may, by proper rules and regulations, pro- 
vide for the issuance of certificates of any 
grade or class, without examination, to ap- 
plicants who possess the requisite academic 
and professional training, experience and 
other qualifications necessary to satisfy the 
minimum qualifications prescribed in such 
rules and regulations for any such class 
or grade of public library service. 


Fee for License Without Examination. 


Sec. 7. Any person who desires to be cer- 
tified as a librarian in any designated di- 
vision, grade, or type of public library 
service, without examination, and who pos- 
sesses the qualifications which are pre- 
scribed in the rules and regulations of the 
Library Certification Board as essential to 
enable such person to apply for a certificate, 
without examination, may apply to the 
board for a certificate in any grade or 
grades of public library service. The ap- 
plication shall be made on a blank form 
which shall be prescribed and supplied by 
the Library Certification Board, shall be 
accompanied by a fee of two dollars, and, 
if found to be satisfactory, shall entitle 
such applicant to a certificate in the grade 
or grades of public library service so ap- 
plied for. 
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Who May Apply. 


Sec. 8. Any person who is actively en- 
gaged or who expects to engage actively in 
any grade or class of public library service, 
and who is not a head librarian or the head 
of any department or branch of any public 
library, may apply for a certificate of any 
grade or class, either with or without an 
examination, and if found to be competent 
and qualified shall be granted the certificate 
so applied for, in the manner, and upon 
the payment of the same fees as hereinbe- 
fore provided for in this act. 


“Private Library” Defined. 


Sec. 9. Any person who is actively en- 
gaged or who expects to engage actively in 
any grade or class of private library service, 
or in the library service of any school or 
other educational institution, and whether 
such person is or expects to be a head li- 
brarian, or the head of any department or 
branch of ay private library, or of the 
library of any school or other educational 
institution, or not, may apply for a certifi- 
cate of any grade or class, either with or 
without an examination, and if found to be 
competent and qualified, shall be granted 
the certificate so applied for in the same 
manner and subject to the same conditions 
as are hereinbefore provided for the cer- 
tification of librarians in public libraries. 
The term “private library” as used in this 
act shall be construed to mean any library 
which is not supported by public funds. 


Rules of Board. 


Sec. 10. The Library Certification Board 
is hereby authorized to adopt such rules 
and regulations as may be necessary for the 
reciprocal recognition of certificates for li- 
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brarians issued by other states whose quali- 
fications for library service are at least as 
high as the qualifications in this state, and 
to prevent unjust and arbitrary exclusions 
by other states of certified librarians who 
have complied with the requirements of 
the laws of this state. In order to effect 
this, the board shall give consideration to 
the recommendations of the American Li- 
brary Association. 


Life Certificates. 


Sec. 11. Any person, who, when this act 
takes effect, is serving or is on leave of 
absence from his position, as head librarian, 
head of a department or professional as- 
sistant in any public library in the State of 
Indiana shall upon application and payment 
of the prescribed fee be awarded a life 
certificate of the grade issued for compara- 
ble positions throughout the state, which 
certificate shall have equal value for all 
purposes with any other certificate for that 
grade which the Indiana Library Certifica- 
tion Board shall issue based upon examina- 
tion, academic education, technical training, 
experience or any combination of these 
items. 


Disposal of Fees Collected. 


Sec. 12. All fees collected under the pro- 
visions of this act shall be covered into the 
state treasury and shall constitute a sepa- 
rate and distinct account of the general 
fund, which shall be known as the library 
certification account, and which shall be 
used to defray expenses incurred in the ad- 
ministration of this act. The balance in such 
account at the end of any fiscal year shall 
not revert to the general fund but shall be 
carried forward and be available for the 
fiscal year next succeeding. 


INDIANA LIBRARY CERTIFICATION BOARD 


The Indiana Library Certification Board 
consists of Ethel F. McCollough, Librarian 
of Evansville Public Library, Mrs. Ernest 
A. Carpenter, Trustee of the Goshen Public 


Library, and Christopher B. Coleman, Act- 
ing Director of the State Library. Miss Mc- 
Collough and Mrs. Carpenter were appointed 
by Governor Henry F. Schricker on October 
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24, the former on recommendation of the In- 
diana Library Association, the latter on 
recommendation of the Indiana Library 
Trustees Association. The director of the 
State Library is ex officio a member and 
the executive secretary of the board, and 
has the custody of its records, papers and 
effects. 

The board held its first meeting at In- 
dianapolis October 31. Miss McCollough was 
elected president. After consideration of its 
duties as prescribed by law, a program of 
joint study and investigation was adopted. 
The fee for an examination for a certificate 
was fixed at five dollars ($5.00). The fee 
for a license issued to properly qualified 
librarians without examination is fixed by 
law at two dollars ($2.00). The next meet- 
ing was set for November 28, at which time 
it was hoped grades of public library service 
and qualification therefor could be pre- 
scribed and defined, application and certifi- 
cation forms and necessary rules and regu- 
lations adopted, all to be promulgated and 
made available as soon as possible there- 
after. The board also requested the publica- 
tion in the Occurrent of the following state- 
ments and comments: 


For appointment on and after the first 
day of January, 1942, as head librarian, or 
as the head of any department or branch, or 
as professional assistant in any public li- 
brary, or any other library, supported in 
whole or in part by public funds, a certifi- 
cate of the appropriate grade issued by the 
Library Certification Board is required. 
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Certificates issued by the Library Certifi- 
cation Board are not required for appoint- 
ment to positions in school libraries and 
libraries of educational institutions. 


Persons who, when the library certifica- 
tion Act took effect, held positions as head 
librarian, head of a department or branch, 
or professional assistant, are not required 
to have a certificate issued by the board in 
order to continue to hold their positions. It 
will, however, be to their advantage to ap- 
ply for a life certificate as provided by the 
statute as soon as application forms and 
other papers are distributed. It is only for 
appointment on and after January 1, 1942, 
to another public library or any other li- 
brary supported in whole or in part by 
public funds, or for appointment to another 
grade of service, that a certificate issued by 
the Library Certification Board is required. 

The library certification act took effect, 
as a law, upon the statute bcoks, July 8, 
1941. The section upon appointments be- 
comes effective January 1, 1942. The former 
date automatically applies; the latter may 
be applicable in certain cases. Any libra- 
rian, head of a department or branch and 
any professional assistant wishing to ob- 
tain a certificate from the Library Certifi- 
cation Board, should send with his applica- 
tion a statement from his governing body 
of his grade of public library service. The 
statement of the governing body, and the 
grades of service defined by the Library 
Certification Board will be the basis of the 
certificate to be granted. 


INDIANA LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 
Fiftieth Anniversary Meeting 


The library meetings at Indianapolis Oc- 
tober 29-31 combined age with youth—they 
marked the fiftieth anniversary of the first 
meeting of the Indiana Library Association, 
and also the very first meeting of the In- 
diana Chapter of the Special Libraries As- 
sociation. The meetings were in every re- 
spect successful. Though not all Indiana 


libraries were represented, the attendance 
was both large and state-wide. The pro- 
gram was carried through without deviation 
from the printed announcement. The enter- 
tainments were enjoyed to the full—the Au- 
thor Tea in the Hotel Lincoln and the Style 
Show (“Glamour comes to the librarians”) 
at L. S. Ayres, the Birthday Dinner, the 


. 
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Joint Luncheon, and the more informal so- 
cial groups gave everybody the opportunity 
to be happy. 

The Melcher Award was made by Mr. 
Frederic G. Melcher in person to the Lo- 
gansport-Cass County Library and was 
gracefully accepted as a reward for the 
most expensive publicity exhibition put on 
by any library—the disastrous fire of last 
spring—as well as the splendid come-back 
the library is now making. 

The constitution was amended in the fol- 
lowing respects, among others: The former 
office of Vice President was changed to the 
office of “President-elect who shall serve as 
Vice President”—that is, barring a revolu- 
tion he will be President the following year. 

Provision was made for the election of a 
Councilor or Councilors who sit in the 
Council of the American Library Associa- 
tion. 

The executive board is to “recommend 
some person’or persons to the Governor 
for appointment” on the Indiana Library 
Certification Board. The chief of the Ex- 
tension Division of the Indiana State Li- 
brary is to be chairman of the committee on 
district and regional meetings. 

Prior to each annual conference, “the 
secretary of the Indiana Library Associa- 
tion shall be instructed by the Board to 
mail to the chairman of the nominating 
committee, a list of all living officers of 
the association, and a list of the active 
membership”, and the nominating commit- 
tee must have the agreement of those nomi- 
nated to serve if elected. 

The calendar year is to be the fiscal year 
of the association.

INDIANA LIBRARY TRUSTEES ASSOCIATION 


The thirty-third Annual Meeting of the 
Indiana Library Trustees Association held 
the center of the stage in the Lincoln Hotel 
the morning and afternoon of Friday, Oc- 
tober 31. In the business session, the usual 
sum of $25.00 as a contributing member of 
the American Library Association was 
voted. The sum of $25.00 was voted for 
the expenses of a representative at the mid- 
winter meeting of the A.L.A. in Chicago, 
and a sum not to exceed $75.00 for the ex- 
penses of a representative at the annual 
conference of the A.L.A. in Milwaukee next 
summer. Under the terms of the constitu- 
tion the 1942 meeting of the Indiana Li- 
brary Trustees Association, it was voted, is 
to be held in Indianapolis in the fall.

The program following the transaction of 
business included talks by Senator Mitford 
Miller, Evansville, “Why a legislator is in- 
terested in library service”; by Ray Donald- 
son, Washington, “Certification from a trus- 
tee’s standpoint”; and by Mrs. Ulrey Shive- 
ly, “What trustees can do to improve li- 
brary service.” 

Mrs. George K. Bridwell of Bloomington 
presided at the joint luncheon of the I.L.A. 
and the I.L.T.A. at which Frederic G. Mel- 
cher, President of the R. R. Bowker Com- 
pany, and Co-editor of the Publishers Week- 
ly, presented a set of the WPA Writers 
Project State Guides, the volumes covering 
the north central states, to the Logansport 
Public Library as an award for the most 
distinctive achievement during the preced- 
ing year—recovery from the expensive pub- 
licity exhibition, the fire. The concluding 
part of the program was a play presented 
by trustees and librarians in a series of 
scenes under the caption, “It could happen 
in a library.” 


SPECIAL LIBRARIES ASSOCIATION DINNER 


The Special Libraries Association, recent- 
ly chartered, gave a smérgesbord dinner in 
the Atrium of the Claypool Hotel, Friday 
evening, October 31. It was pronounced by 
visitors from other cities, including New 
York, to be the best smérgesbord dinner of 
their experience.

The recommendations must be accompanied 
by a full record of the candidate’s achieve- 
ments. The jury has requested that nomi- 
nations be delivered to it by December 1, 
but as this issue of the Occurrent will not 
be delivered until later than that, the lib- 
erty is taken of substituting for that date, 
the phrase “as soon as possible.” Address 
correspondence to Mr. Laurance J. Har- 
wood, Chairman, Jury on Citation of Trus- 
tees, American Library Association, 520 
North Michigan Avenue, Chicago.

NEW BOOKS BY INDIANA AUTHORS

A number of outstanding books written by 
Indiana authors have come from various 
publishing firms this year. Hoosiers may 
well be proud of this output, for here are 
books, rich in interest, that will be read with 
pleasure by children and also by adults. 
The titles we have chosen to review are 
Clara Barton of the Red Cross, by Jean- 
nette Covert Nolan; James Whitcomb Riley, 
Hoosier Poet, also by Mrs. Nolan; Singing 
Sisters, by Laura Long; Ben Franklin, 
Printer’s Boy, by Augusta Stevenson; John 
of Pudding Lane, by Mabel Leigh Hunt, 


and My Dear Patsy, a novel of Jefferson’s 
daughter, written by Ann Weil. 


Clara Barton of the Red Cross, by Jean- 
nette C. Nolan. 

Taking these books up in order then, we 
shall begin with The Story of Clara Barton 
of the Red Cross, by Jeannette C. Nolan. 
No more interesting biography has come 
from the Julian Messner Publishing house 
than this story of Clara Barton, a woman 
in whom every American boy and girl is 
interested because she is the founder of the 
American Red Cross. Before this book 


be 
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came out very little that was of interest to 
children had been written about Clara Bar- 
ton, so this book fills a real need. Mrs. 
Nolan tells in an entertaining narrative 
style the story of the life of this courage- 
ous woman from the snowy Christmas day 
upon which she was born in 1821, through 
all the busy fruitful years, up to the time 
of her death, April 12, 1912. The book is a 
story of development year by year. There 
is the timid child, the pet of a large family. 
Every member of this family contributed to 
her education. Then there is the child’s 
struggle to overcome her fear of people dur- 
ing her school-days. Her successful career 
as a teacher helped to establish her faith 
in herself and laid the stepping stones for 
her future career—a career of unselfish de- 
votion to the work of alleviating the suf- 
fering of humanity in times of war and 
disaster. Her great work began during the 
Civil War in her own country; then, after 
that, the narrative continues with her ex- 
periences both in America and in Europe 
in working with the Red Cross, and shows 
how, against many odds she realized her 
great ambition in the accomplishment of the 
organization of the American Red Cross. 
With perseverance and indefatigable effort 
she accomplished whatever she undertook 
to do for the good of people whom she loved 
and served. Of all American heroines, none 
has displayed greater patriotism than Clara 
Barton. In giving her story Mrs. Nolan has 
combined with it a vivid, authentic picture 
of the times which formed the background 
of Clara Barton’s remarkable career. 


James Whitcomb Riley, Hoosier Poet, by 

Jeannette C. Nolan. 

This biography, also written by Mrs. No- 
lan, should be on the shelves of every li- 
brary in Indiana. The author tells the color- 
ful story of the life of this popular poet 
from his early childhood up to the time of 
his death. Along with this story is an ex- 
cellent picture of life in Indiana during the 
last three quarters of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. Meredith Nicholson, a personal friend 
of Riley, has written an introduction, the 
first sentence of which pays a most worthy 
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tribute to the book, as follows, “It is a 
pleasure to commend this story of the life 
of James Whitcomb Riley, not only for its 
recital of the steps by which he rose to 
fame, but for the fidelity with which he is 
pictured in his environment.” 


Singing Sisters, by Laura Long. 

Laura Long’s Singing Sisters is another 
biography that midwestern girls will find 
especially interesting, for it tells of two 
nineteenth century poets who lived in south- 
ern Ohio near Cincinnati. They are Alice 
and Phoebe Cary, favorite writers of many 
of yesterday’s children who learned and re- 
cited poems written by these sisters. In tell- 
ing their story, Mrs. Long has given the 
reader a wonderful picture of American 
family life. In the Cary household were 
seven sisters and two brothers. Each one 
shared the work, the pleasures and the hard- 
ships that every day brought to their 
Clovernook Farm. Step by step the literary 
careers of Alice and Phoebe are given, each 
following its natural line of development. 
After many discouragements, their verses 
eventually found markets in several news- 
papers and periodicals of the day, and were 
later published in book form. An apprecia- 
tive reading audience was back of the sisters 
and they were numbered among the leading 
poets of their day. The reader meets with 
them some of the interesting people of their 
time—Harriet Beecher Stowe, Horace Gree- 
ley, who encouraged them to come to New 
York; John Greenleaf Whittier, whom they 
visited at his home at Amesbury, Massa- 
chusetts, and many writers, artists, and 
musicians who came to the Cary sisters’ 
Sunday evening receptions that became very 
popular in their New York home. Older 
girls especially will enjoy reading this story 
that is as interesting as any book of fiction. 
Mrs. Long has delved into the past and 


- brought to life two interesting people whose 


poems delighted readers many years ago. 
Ben Franklin, Printer’s Boy, by Augusta 
Stevenson. 


One of the best writers of biography for 
younger boys and girls is Augusta Steven- 
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son, whose Abe Lincoln, Frontier Boy, is 
one of the books always in demand by chil- 
dren of the lower elementary grades. Now 
there is a companion volume to this popular 
book, Ben Franklin, Printer’s Boy, that bids 
fair to rival the Lincoln story in popularity. 
In large print, short paragraphs, and with 
plenty of conversation the author tells a 
thrilling story of the boyhood of Benjamin 
Franklin and shows how the environment 
and various experiences of the boy help to 
make the great understanding man he came 
to be. Miss Stevenson has been a successful 
teacher in the Indianapolis schools. She 
knows boys and girls, and she knows how to 
select incidents and tell a story that will 
make interesting reading for them. She is 
to be congratulated on the success of this 
book. 


John of Pudding Lane, by Mabel Leigh 

Hunt. 

Mabel Leigh Hunt’s book this year is John 
of Pudding Lane, a story of Old Boston and 
life in the home of Thomas Fleet, whose fa- 
mous print shop stood in Pudding Lane. 
Above the shop were the family rooms 
where lived the printer, his wife, their chil- 
dren, John and Prue, and most interesting 
of all Grandmother Goose, whom some peo- 
ple think was the real Mother Goose. 
Grandmother Goose’s rhymes combined with 
various adventures of John, Prue, and their 
friend Sallie make an interesting book, rich 
in the atmosphere of the period. The at- 
tractive illustrations by Clotilde Embree 
Funk, an Indianapolis artist of note, inter- 
pret well the story. 


My Dear Patsy, by Ann Weil. 

This is a novel of Jefferson’s daughter 
written by Ann Weil, and is a fictionized 
biography that will be interesting reading 
for older girls. This elder daughter, Martha, 
whom her father in his letters always ad- 
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dressed as “My dear Patsy,” is a charming 
*teen age girl when she is introduced to the 
reader. She has accompanied her father to 
Paris where he had been sent as ambassador 
to France from the United States. Mrs. 
Weil has given us a lively account of Mar- 
tha’s various experiences and escapades as 
a school girl in the Convent l’Abbaye Royale 
de Panthemont. Every girl will enjoy these 
chapters and also the story of Martha’s lit- 
tle sister, Maria, called Polly, who came to 
America to make her home with her sister 
and father, and attend the same school as 
Martha. After school days, we see Martha 
as head of her father’s house in Paris where 
she meets many distinguished people, among 
them several noted Americans, Benjamin 
Franklin and his grandson, Benjamin Bache, 
John Adams, his wife, his son, John Quincy 
Adams, and his daughter, Abby, and Thom- 
as Mann Randolph, with whom Martha 
escapes from a mob at the beginning of the 
French Revolution. The Jeffersons return 
to America and the book closes with the 
wedding of Tom and Martha at beautiful 
Monticello, the American home of Thomas 
Jefferson. Mrs. Weil has told this story of 
an attractive American girl with keen sym- 
pathy and understanding and has given it an 
authentic background.

2. The school librarian or part-time school 
librarian must have completed a Library 
Science major or minor. (A major is 24 
semester hours or 30 term hours; a minor 
is 15 semester hours or 23 term hours.) 

3. A candidate presenting only a Library 
— minor will be qualified 
an elementary or secondary certificate only. 
(Not both.)
